Phl]a(i< Ipliia .Mmaril thi' Mi rriiriU'., 
a 120-foot atciM) yacht, the mi iiiberH 
of the University of Peiitis\ h ar.ia 
South American expedition left here 
for the Amazon. The yacht will voy- 
age by way of Porto Rico, Barbados 
and Trinidad to Para, at tha mouth 
of the Amazon, and will then steam 
up the great river Into one of Its up- 
per tributaries, proo i ding up the un- 
charted stream until the shallows 
check her. Slie •nil! (hen be moored 
and Kerve an headqiiarters for the ex- 
ploring part I. -s. which will use the gas- 
oline launch and canoes with which 
she Is equipped in order to reach those 
points on the river which ara not 
navigable by tha yacht heraelf. When 
the observations shall have baaa com- 
platad'ta any given locality the collec- 
tions will be assembled on the yacht, 
which will then pass on to the next 
tributary to be explored. Para or 
Manaos will serve as a base of sup- 
plies, according to the reRlnn of the 
Amazon banln to which the expedition 
directs its attention for the time being 

The main purpose of the expedition 
Is to study the Indian tribes cf the 
Amazon valley, which have not been 
studied In detail, and to eoUaet for 
tha UBlvaraity mnaanm speelmana of 
thair arto. Industries, customs and 
nodaa of life. Their songs will be re- 
corded on the phonograph, and their 
dances and various activities will be 
reproduced by the movlni; picture cam- 
era. Systematic Btutllen will he made 
of the native lanKiia^es, rellKlou'i and | 
social systems and decorative art In 
brief, the expedition seeks to furnish 
as complete a record as modern meth- 
ods can afford of the native life of the 
Amazon valley and to Illustrate those 
studies by adaquata eellectlona aaaam- 
bled la tha ualTaraity muaaum. 

Tha remotanesa and seclusion of 
many of the tribes which will be 
studied Is Indicated by the fact that 
such a condition as that reported on 
the Putamay river can exist in the 
face of modem civilization and with- 
out Inter f a t — ea tron aay local gov- 
ernment. 

While the study of native life forms 
the main object of the «xpedlt4on, oth- 
er aspects of exploration will not be 
neglected. A madleal invaatlgator will

Nothing can be more Intereat- 
tng tkaa .watching the manner la 
which these busy little workers keep 
their houses In order, the manner in 
which the guard boea of each swara 
do sentinel duty at the entrance to 
their hive, ready to give buttle to 
robber bees from other swarms, which

"Some people may ask how the bees 
are fed. The answer Is that we never 
feed them. I never have found It nec- 
essary to help them find enough food. 
Of courae, they have no trouble In the 
warm weather, and whUe they stay 
close to their Uvea during the eold 
weather, as soon as the sun appears 
the bees leave their hlvas and go oat 

foraging.

makea possible the growing of grain 
for a longer period of yeara than can 
be dona without tham. or soma other 
kind of liveetoek. 

A certain nmnunt of toehnical 
knowledge regarding sheep, their 
habits, etc., Is necessary to aucceas, 
but tho same Is equally true of all 
cl.isses of anlmajs, and amateurs 
Bliuuld acquire this knowledgn with a 
email flock In order that their mis 
takes do not cost them too dearly. 

The first atep to be taken when 
embarking In the bualness of sheep 
raising Is to enclose at least one field 
with a coyote-proof fence.

An effective dog and 
coyote-proof fence can be made by us 
Itk a woven wire fence four feet 
high and attached to the inside of the 
posts, A strand of barbed wire should 
be run along the surface of the

much time about the aheltor during 
the winter months; they will require 
much more hand feeding and be much ' 
more likely to contract disease than 
they would II' they got out every day 
on clean ground and in the clear air 
and sunlight. 

In managing a flock of sheep It 
should be remembered that a variety 
of feed is Indispensable. Whan they 
are on succulent feed, tbey should 
have dally access to dry roughage; 
when they are on dry feed they should 
have occasional access fo something 
sticciilenf. A little attention to this Im- 
IH.rtant niarier will jireveut from 
IikIIki si Ion which has piobably cauaed 
Kr« ater losses among farmers' flocks 
than any other ailment. A field of na- 
tive prairlo or of brome grass la which 
there la a pile of straw or a rack of 
hay to which they can go at will, in 
order to got a change ot feed while 
cleaning the aummer fallow, and an- 
other field sown to winter rye early 
in August, to which they can go oc- 
raslonally for svicculent feed during 
the winter and spring months, are p.II 
that is necessary. 

A word of caution may not be out 
of place in this connection. Turning 
a hungry sheop on wet rye Is very 
likely to raault In bloating. There- 
fore if the aheep do not have constant 
access to the rye field, be sure that 
their appetites are fairly well aatla- 
fled and that all dew and raindrops 
are dried off before the ahaap are 
turned In. 

The present Is a favorable time to 
secure foundation stock, beciusn they 
can still be purchased at moderate 
prices. The aheep ranchers of the 
uistern states are reducing their 
herds becauae of scarcity of paaturo. 
and the large numbera going to mar- 
ket are keeping prleea at a low level ; 
but once this reduction of herds stops, 
prices will rise. They will probably 
not soar as have tho prices of cattle 
nnd horsfs, ln'.-.ius.' the frozen tmit- 
ton of .Australia and .N'ew Zealand 
will be drawn on to prevent excessive- 
ly high prices, but the trade that re- 
fuses to accept the frozen article Is 
sunicleutly large to permit of a ma- 
terial advance in mutton prices, and 
this advance is sure to take place as 
soon as the big ranges have been de- 
pleted.

Over-Fod Hens Are Subject to 
Serious Troubles— One Rein- 
ed/ Reoommended. 

(By MRg. C. C. THOMAS.) 

Moat fowls are liberally fat in the 
fall, particularly those that have free 
range bicause they pick up so much 
grain, weed seeds, grasshoppers nnd 
bugs an. I as the grain In the Held 
ripens It is a strong temptation to 
over-feed the poultry. 

Over-fed hens are subject to In- 
flammation ot the egg passage, and 
this Is a vary serious trouble. 

Feeding ground pepper or other 
stliiiut.itlnf,' poultry fetds to force the 
lajliig is almost certain to produce 
Inflammation Tho so-called egg feeds 
advertised are many of them without 
value. In fact thay ara harmful. 

When the agg passage baeomaa 
eongaated the ban auy burnt a blood 
vassal In bar afforto to axpal the egg 
aad a fow days later she will show 
signs of weakness, the comb will turn 
dull, the temperature fail low and 
the bird will die. 

The llrst symptom!! are tho droop- 
ing of the wings, roughing of the 
teatbcrs and loss of energy. 

It is a good plan to keep the pullets 
and the old hens separated because 
the bona (nttan much quicker than 
the pullate on the same feed. 

If a ban Is suffering from inflam- 
mntlon of the egg passage, the egg 
must be removed soon or the bird 
win die. This may be accompllslK-d 
by covering the finger with vaseline 
and Inserting It \x\'% the ( kk |iast>.ige. 
masnwhile pressiiig gently on the left 
sld-3 with lh(! other hand. 

ITaually this will expel tho egg and 
then the passage should be washed 
out with a weak solution of carbolic 
acid by means o( a small syrlaga. A 
tablrt ot homaopathio ntu vomica — 
1-1 01) given In the water for two or 
three dayn will affect a complete cure. 

The hen must, of course, be fed very 
li^-Mly tor some t<me UBtn hsT fleeh 
has beru reduced. 



SILO REDUCES COST 
OF FEEDING COWS 

Huge Tank Is One of Best Means 
for Producing Cheaper Feed 
for Dairy Animals. • 



Raising cheaper feed Is one of the 
ways to lncrea.«e the prolits on the 
dairy her.l 'I be dairyman's tir-t con 
slderaticn I.m i,. raise sutllclent feed 
to meet the needs of his cows, then 
he will be concerned in raising It as 
cheaply as possible. The question of 
cheap feed, cr cheap production ot 
any kind, baa not entered Into our 
system of farm practice as much as it 
should. That is why ao many find 
that farming doea not pay; they are 
like the merchant who pays all of hla 
proflts to clerka that are not efllclent. 
The fault la With tha fliaaagar la both 
cases. 

The silo is one of the means at 
hand for producing cheaper feed. It 
eublea the dairyman or farmer to 
save about 40 par cant of the com 
plant and to convert tho enUre plant 
Into palateble, nutriUoua, succulent 
feed for his animals. Then he may 
ralao hay, grain, etc. to balance tho 
ration, utilizing every means poaalble 
to reduce the cost of feeding animals. 

The silo should not be considered 
as an expense. It ts an Investment 
that will pay dividends in saving the 
cost of feed and in Supplying suoeu- 
lent feed, keeping up the appetite of 
the animals and saving time la feed- 
ing. The sUo is one of the several 
ways of reducing the coat of keeping 
animals and thus Increasing the prof- 
its in a correspond I ivg degree.

A good-looking Jabot Is mad* 
from a six-Inch strip of three-Inch rib 
bon In soft satin, with check or dot 
Round the bottom edge w ith Inch silk 
fringe, and across the top put a sntfn 
buttertly bow in the same shade. Thli 
bow may have double loops oa eacb 
Bide without ends, or can have two 
loops and two ends, the latter pointed 
and finished with a small tasseL

Hoard of Valuation and Aaseasnient 
based their 1912 aaaeaamenta on con- 
vincing proof of valuea placed before 
them, and the aaaeaamenta are unl 
fonnly just and fair, and of the more 
than four hundred corporations as 
.■«c.-is<(l. only seven have pro'esied In 
ihe conns, and these are among those 
ih it iiH\e alwaya proportionately paid 
the least. 

In the last twelve years the State, 
oountlea and citiea bave been robbed, 
and the wo|rd robbed la the only word 
that flta the caae, of more than ten mil- 
lion dollars In taxes. 

In the years from l<tOL' to 1911, In 
elusive, a period of ten years, thorc 
has been an average im ri^ase in the 
franchise assessmenls of Ihe tour larK- 
eat railroads of llie state of i<n\y I'l 
per cent yearly, and this almost un- 
believable record of aatoniahlngly 
amall increaaea waa made In the ten 
beat yeara for eaminga that the rail- 
roads of this country ever saw. 

The picture here presented of the 
pi-«viot<8 iiuideipiaie fraiK hise assess- 
ments Is astounding, but wiien one ex- 
amines into tbe situation renardinn the 
tangible asaessments made by Kail- 
road ('omniissions of the properllea of 
six of the corporationa now suing the 
State, the word "astounding" is inade- 
quate aad muat be here aupplanted by 
the word dumfounding to atate more 
correctly what (he tanlgble assess- 
ment picture actually presents. 

Work la Delayed a Deeade. 

Take the caae of the C. ft O. R. R- 
and the reoorda ahow that the tangible 
property of thla company In 1892, 
twenty yeara ago, waa aaaeaaed at 

(8,i'l!).r.77. In 1911 notwithstanding 
the exieiisloiis made In mileage of 
road, double trackiiiK of a vast sysieiii. 
ucqiiiriii*: inuch new real estate and 
probably more than doubling their 
equipment of eiiKine.s and cars this 
company's tangible property waa as 
aeased at only $6,270,270, or 31% iter 
cent leaa than In 189S, twenty years 
ago. 

In 1892 tbe market price of C. A O. 
stock was around 11 cents, and to-day 
the stock of this company ia spiling 
at 81.5 <'eiits, and the capital stock 
has been Increased to one hundred 
million dollars. Further comment to 
show that our state has been i obbed 
Is unneeaaary. The tanglblj property 
of the C. N. O. ft T. P. R. R. wa* m- 
sessed in 1911 for leaa than it waa as- 
aeased in 1900, and but little more than 
In iK'.io. notwithatanding the great Im- 
proveijieiiis taade by the company. 
The other railroads have been Bimllar- 
ly Inadequately assi'ssed on their tangi- 
ble property for many years 

In May, 1910, a prominent official of 
one of the companies suing, stated that 
the apeeial intereau had la yeara past 
controlled the aUte's taslag hoards, 
and the reoordS apparently prove he 
told (he truth in that inatanee. He 
also stated that he would control the 
present Board of Valuation and As* 
aeasment. but In this he hM PTOTea an 
ignominious failure. *

F the thousands of peopio who Inhabit 
Lima, or of the many who, In the win- 
ter nionthH, t.ilic !i run up to Choalca, 
on tlio Oroya rHilwny, tht-rc Is probably 
not one In u hnndrrd who knows any- 
thing of Cajanianiullla. I was ubotil to 
leave tbo cuiilial of Peru wlthcnit 
dreaming that, within a atone'i! throw, 
there were Blutnbertng the ruiint of a 
prehiatoric olTiUintton that had not yet paaaed away 
when Miarro Uld tbe toundatioo of the City ot the 
Boverelfha. 

The aaered city of Pachaoatnac la known to, and 
mentioned by evety traveler who Indndet Lima 
within the limits of hii itlnernry. It has been vlslt-

I aald that I wai about 
to leave Lima. It waa 
the ev« of my departure 
when I learned from 
Profeaaor Savllle. of 

J'r.^fT Ecuadorian ix- 
tlorer. that hti had vis- 
ile 1 tho ruins that very 
day. How I \\l>hcd that 
I could havij nccompa- 
nied him! 1 concluded 
that regrets were nae- 
less, and I was about to 

reUnqulsh all hope of ever aeeing the old Peru- 
vlan city, when I learned that the departure 
IM>m Callao of the Ucayall had been postponed 
for a day. Coromunlcatlng this fact to Doctor Sa- 
Tllle, he most Kiaclously volunteered to acioin- 
pany me oji the morrow, it was uii oiDortunlty 
I readily ptasped 

Thus it happened that we met by appointment 
at the Lima station of the Oroya railroad at 8:30 
. on a mornlnt; early In .luly. Gray clouds, as 
usually, hun^ heavily over the city when we 
boarded the train, which soon pulled out o( the 
station, to bi<gin the ateep Journey up the Aadeaa 
albp^a. A littNi way ouuide ot Lima the aun 
waa ahlnlng In a eloadleaa aky, acattering ttii 
vaya through an atmoaphere aa tranaparent aa 
any yon could with to see in Caitlle or Aragon. 
Here and there on the route the adobe rulna ot 
pre>Inca civilization might be obaerved. for the 
Rimac valley is richer in auoh mlna thSB My 
other part of the coast. 

The niorninK was hrlght and exhllaratinK when 
We arrived at Santa Clara railway station. Leav- 
ing Mrs. Savllle to proceed to Chos ira, the pro- 
fessor, his young son, and myself alighted. A 
little mule car, run on tracks, awaited us. It 
might accommodate about nine peraona. We 
aprang to the seata, the driver whipped ap lUa 
mules, and off we were on the long, aandy road 
between flelda ot augar eane. Poor mulea, cut 
and bleeding, how we pitied them! But In those 
eountriea animala are handled without mercy. 

A run of a couple of milea or more, passing on 
the way the little train that la uaed to haul the 
capo, or carry tho laborers, we arrived near the 
dwelllnK of tho hacienda, now leased, I under- 
atand, by Chinese. Some distance from the 
house we alighted, to continue the Journey on 
foot in the direction of tho mountains. For a 
while we bad a good, thouKh dusty road, but the 
greater part of the journey had to be nada 
through aandy plains, which did Qot ImproT* oar 
peraonal appearance, ao that «e preaented a pto* 
ture of duat and wretehednaaa on oar ratura to 
tlie Hotel llaary In Lima. Our way waa bow 
and thaa obatraoted by adoba walla, or l(y the 
eanala na#l ton Irrigation, dnd orar thaae we had 
to climb or Jump. It waa not long before we 
caught sight of the rulna, solitary and abandoned. 
With the exception of a herd of cattle and the 
mounted herdsmen, besides an occasional buz- 
tard or vulture, nt) living being was in sight. 

Cajamarqullla lies about 23 miles from Lima, 
as you ascend the valley of tho 1(1 mac. but In a 
yide valley. In a plain amonK the Ei)Mr8 of the 
)lndes. The valley la watered by a canal, dug, 
ptyobably, at a period antedating tho advent of 
thk Spaniards. In the vicinity are several ha* 
eleipdaa, auch aa Hoaabipa and La Nlverea, and 
aa ^Acoaatonal "^mbo" or raral Inn, where. It 
you jbare to, aome kind of refreahmeat may be 
"bad. \ TbaajtaboweTer, are hardly Tiaible from 
the fMna. aSir which one solitary hut is to be 
aeen. Ytew ago, when Squier visitk-d tho place, 
tho ruins were the haunt of rohbiTH that gave no 
litUe trou ble to the P«ruvian authorities, but the 
rallraad l^aa drlvaa tkem ant of baataaaa. and It 



is now quite safe to visit Cajamarqullla. In fact, 
the thought of robbera waa not connected in my 
mind with CaJarmarQallla, until I read Squler'a 

work. 

During our brief Htay nnioim tli.^ ruins it was 
lmposf>iblp to mako anything like measurements, 
e,\(ept with the e\e. hut ns far as the vision ex- 
tetided towards the mountain wo saw nothing 
hilt' ruins which stretched to a great distance to 
right and left. Toward the river they aeemed to 
melt away Into the plain. Sqular aaya that they 
cover an area ot nearly a aqaara laagna. and 
Middendorf eatlmatea their eitent at four aquare 
kilometera. Prom my obaervationa, the ruins 
conalat of houaea built of Immense adobe blocks, 
closely adjoining each other, her<^ and there sep- 
arated by streets. Some of the houses consist 
of several apartments Admission Is Rained 
through a low doorway, hut nowhere Is there a 
sign <if a window. As In Pomi>ei|, the roofs, 
whatever may have been the matt rial of their 
construction, have long aince fallen In Outside 
the buildings, the soil has risen to a great height, 
sometimes nearly to tho top of the wall, but in- 
side the walla the depth iivea an Idea of the 
original height of paihapa 10 feat or more. Tn> 
ward tho mountain, a large portion of the city la 
almoat eomplftely burled In tho aaad, which In 
the oourao of agea haa eomo drifting down from 
the hllla There are within the city a few eleva- 
tions or amall hills, which may have been orTu 
pied by temples or forts. Pits are evirywh. re 
within and without the houses, with a width of 
from two to four and a depth rangliiK from sl.i 
to twenty feet or more. Human remains in the 
shape ot skulls and bones are found within the 
pits or scattered over the groun.l, together With 
bits of pottery and other articles, such aa eora* 
cobs, which wero probably Interred with tho 
dead. Somd of theao pita are aald to have aerved 
tho purpoaaa of atorahouaoo or graaariea. whUe 
othara woro oartalaly gra^aa. Tho Inhabltanta ot 
tho elty hurlod their dead within or la the Imme- 
diate vicinity of their houaoa, although the mass 
of the people muat have uaed the necropolis, 
eome distance away from the resldeiires .Many 
of these pits, excavated In the hard soil, are in 
the form of a Jar or urn, while others are square. 

Bquler thus describes tho ruins as he saw 
them: 

'These consist of three great groups of bulld- 
on and nround the central mass, with atreeta 
passing between them. It would be impoaalhio 
to doscribo this complicated maze of aiaaalTO, 
adobe walls, most of them atlll ataadlag, albolt 
much ahattered by oarthquakea, or to eoaroy aa 
Idea of the pyramidal edifleoa, rialng atage oa 
atage, with Urraeaa aad broad flight! of atepa 
leading \a their aummlta." 

Re adda that the hUtory of the place has been 
loat to tradition. 

Aa standing on an eminence, surrounded by 
the ruins, with the silence of death upon yoii, 
you look dov.n upon what was once a city, cap- 
able of containing a pojiulatlon of ten or twelve 
thousand, you wonder what people dwelt there. 
The aoeamulatlon ot aoll aad tho'tket that a largo 



part of tho city la buried would Indleato remote an- 
tiquity, and a poasible deatmetion of the place long 
before the advent of the Europeana, were It not Tor 

what Kstete tells us. Miguel Estete accompanied 
Meinando Pizarro from Caxaniarca to Pachacamac, 
nt the time when .\tahual pa's people were scouring 
le country to cinlert sufllclv/nt f;oIil for the ransom 
of their unfortunate chief. He gives us the Itlner- 
no' of Hernando day by day until the return to 
Caxamarca. Wherever he gc.es ho (ln<is the country 
thickly populated with towns and vlllat-e.s. surround- 
ed by cultivated flelda of nuize and orchards, with 
flooko of a kind of aheep. He Judgea that Pacha- 
camac la of oonalderable antiquity, and he flnds 
within It a certain number of rulna. No mention is 
made of CaJamaniiMlla yet It Is probable that his 

journey led him through 
the valley of the Rimac. 
anil Markham even sup- 
puses thiit he passed 
(iv< r tile (Teseut blto of 
Clma. 

.According to Midden- 
ilorf, who Infers his 
utatement from Eatete's 
narrative, tho valley was 
at ttat Umo thickly 
popialated, havlog be- 
aidea ..many amaller 
places three large 
towns, lliiadca, now Hua- 
tlca, Arniatambo, and 
< alsnru (jiiilia. I luadca, 
he says, was the princi- 
pal town of the district. 
Its ruins still exist be- 
tween l.inia and the vil- 
lage of Magdalena, but 
they seem to be even 
leaa known than thoae 
of Cajamarqullla. 

The valley, togethet 
with the entire coast, 
waa overrun and con- 
quered by tho Incas, a 
century or nioic before the arrival of the Span- 
lards, about the time that these lords of the 
Peruvian uplands Imposed their rule on the 
(Jrand Chimu farther north and on Pachacamac. 
Tliout;h there is Utile or nothing to Indicate an 
Inca (iccupatlon at Cajamarqullla, it la quite like- 
ly that after the couqueat Ita population moro or 
less mingled with the conquerora. To Judge from 
the namea of plaeea In the eonquered dlatricts, 
the ▼tctora Imposed their language, no doubt 
gradually aupplantiog tho original tongue of the 
▼alleya and coaatlanda. Caxamarca la a Quochua 
name, meaning "rock city." Caxamartiullla Is the 
Spanish dimlnuflvo of Caxamarca The city In 
the Rlniac valley was thus called l.lttlo Caxa- 
marca. to distinguish It. no doubt, from that other 
Caxamarca to the north, so intimately connected 
With tho sad history of Atahualpa. 

Among old writers who have treated of the 
coast people that preceded tho Incas, Don Fran- 
cisco de Avila, priest in the principal village of 
lluarochlrl. may be profltably conaylted. HIa 
work waa tranalatad aad publlahed by Sir Cleni' 
ent Markham, la the forty-eighth volume ot the 
Hakluyt aertea. 

Uafortunately, Cajamarqullla ftimlshea little 
data to the arehaeologlst. It contains no inscrip- 
tions, no works of art, and Its pits have been 
opened and feurched. [)robably by treamire hunt 
ers, who have long since carried off any objects 
of value tliey may have contained | 
Yet the ruins are of the greatest Interest for 
the beauty of their situation, their general plan, 
and their adobe architecture. Cajamarqullla 
must rank as one of the flneat remains of that 
myiterioua pre-lnoa clvlllgatloa which oUatod on 
the ooaat between tho Paellle oeeaa aad the 
mighty Aadeaa raagaa. Uallke the maaalve 
rulna oa Lake Tltleaea, or the oft-mentioned 
Pachacamac, It haa attracted little attention on 
the part either ot tourist or aclentlst, and Its 
hiatory dooa not exist. Yet a careful study of 
its housea, with their apartments, of Its streets, 
and of Its burial places may. I think, throw some 
IlK,ht on tho mode of life of the primitive people 
that once dwelt within it. The ethnologist may 
also find some material In the akuUa that lie 
scattered throughout the mined elty. or buried 

In Its pits. 

As you wander through tho Rlaiac Talloy aad 
contemplate lU vaat solltndoa and cruinUInc 
rulna. you aak youraelt what haa beoomo of the 
popniatloa. AUm.' what aaa become of the Indian 
poputatlon of tho Waat Indiea, and where are 
our Indiana of the United States' They have 
aelted away before Caucasian clviii/ation 

Some day a patient explorer and arclia'-ologlst 
may pitch his tents among the ruins of Cajumai^ 
qiillla to study them in detail and force them to 
reveal some of th.-lr secrets. At least he may 
give ns c plan of the city, and reconatruct It 
drawing some order from Its confustoa.
